It mey appear to succeed for a time, 
but it will fall in the end, for public 
Opinion wil) not tolerate the rule of 
violence as a substitute for the rule 
of law. The law-abiding majority 
who make the law. cannot yield to 
the lawless minority. 
._1t would be more logical for the 
Omaha strikers to vent their wrath 
upon the jawsmiths who have got 
them Into their present trouble than 
upon the community, as they are do- 
ing. Every attack upon a man who 
is peacefully pursuing a peaceful and 
legitimate occupation is in effect an 
attack upon society, or In other words 
an attack upon the community at. large 
—and hence an attack upon ny In 
all these foolish and uncalled-fér 
bor disturbances, the non-combatant 
Public is the principa) sufferer; and 
the ever-patient public is getting ex- 
tremely weary of the constantly- 
enacted and never-ended farce. 

The record of one day's crimes per- 
petrated in Omaha by striking union- 
ists is enough. or should be enough, 
to bring upon the mien connected with 
those organizations such a fiood of pub- 
lic condemnation as to put an im- 
mediate end to the strike. No other 
class of men would be permitted un- 
der any circumstances to terrorize, 
annoy. and hamper a community. 
There is no reason why men who are 
banded together into secret associa- 
tions should be alloted to violate the 
law with impunity, any more than 
men not #0 banded together. Mem- 
bership in a trade union confers no 
special privileges or immunities upon 
&man. Yet, for some reason, the pub- 
lie has in the past been more tolerant 
of the crimes committed by trade- 
unionists than of any other class of 
crimes. But there has been a decided 
change in the trend of public opinion 
on this subject within the past year. 
and more and more is there a disposi- 
tion to hold this class of criminals to 
as strict an accountability before the 
law as any other class of lawbreak- 
ers. 

This, of course, is right. It is just. 
It is the only course consistent with 
good government and the protection 
of the rights of all citizens. In the 
city of Omaha there is but one thing 
to do, and that is to enforce the law 
agajnet rioters and would-be murder- 
ty with a Orm and impartial hand.

UNICIPAL CORRUPTION. 

The Times recently discussed the 
deplorable condition of rottenness ex- 
ieting in the municipality of Phiia- 
lelphia, the GMty of Homes, otherwise 
known as the City of Brotherly Love, 
a place of which better things might 
certainly have been expected. Un- 
/ortunately, Philadephia is only one 
among many large American cities 
that are thoroughly rotten, as munici- 
palities. MoClure’s Magazine has been 
running a series of articles by Lin- 
coln Steffens, on political corruption 
in American cities. Minneapolis and 
St. Louls have been previously han- 
died, and in the May number the 
author tells the story of Pittsburgh, a 
cit. which succeeded in breaking 
through one ring only to fall into 
another. | 

A ring must, of course, have a boss. 
Christopher L. Magee, since deceased, 
was the Pittsburgh boss. He spent 
months in New York inspecting Tam- 
many methods. He found that which 
is too often found in this country, a 
growing town, too busy for self-gov- 
ernment, and two not very unequal 
parties, neither of them well organized. 
As to his methods, Mr. Steffens said: 

“Boss Magee’s idea was not to cor 
rupt the eity government, but to be 
it: not to hire votes in councils, but 
to own councilmen; and so, having 
seized control of his organization, he 
nominated cheap or dependent men 
for the select and common councils. 
Relatives and friends were his first 
recourse, then came ~- bar-tenders, 
saloon-keepers, liquor dealers, and 
others allied to the vices, who were 
subject to police regulation and de- 
pendent in a business way upon the 
mal-administration of law. For the 
rest he preferred men who had no 
visible means of support, ard to main- 
tain them he used the usual meane— 
patronage. And to make hie de- 
pendents secure he took over the | 
county government. Pittshurch is in 
Allegheny county. which has always 
heen more stroneiv Renublican«than 
the elty. No matter what harpened 
in the city. the courty pay roll wat 
slwave Magee’s. and he made the 
county part of the city government.” 

Business men came 3)lmort as cheap 
as politicians. and they came alro at 
the city’s expense. Magee had con- 
trol of. public funds and the choice 
of depositories, regarding which Mr. 
Steffens observes: “That is enough 
for the average banker’—not only for 
him that is chosen. but for him also 
that may some day hope to be chcsen 
—and Magee dealt with the best in 
Pittsburgh. 

Strange to say. many of the busi- 
nets men of Pittsburg sympathized 
with this corrupt boss. Mr. Steffens 
quotes one such citizen who wes heard 
to say. “I tell you it*was 2 sad day 
for Pittsburgh when Chris Magee died.” 
As the author truly geays, this busi- 
ness man, the typical American mer- 
chant everywhere, cares no more for 
his city’a Interest than the politician 
does, and there is more light on 
American political corruption in such 
a speech than in the most sensational 
exposure of details. 

Br and by Magee reached out for 
more worlds to conquer, ahd went 
after the control of the whole, State. 
Then he came into conflict with a big- 
ber boss, by the name of Quay. How- 
over, they came to an understanding, 
without the least trouble. Mageec's 
candidate was to go to the Senate, and 
Magee was to work the lobby. and be- 
tween them they were to give Quay 
political support. in return for his 
surrender to them of the State func- 
tions of legislation in the city of Pitts- 
burgh. It is appropriate that Mr. Stef- 
fens entitled his article, “Pittsburgh, A 
City Ashamed.” At least, i should 
have been ashamed. 

Sonte of the stories of correption 
under the Magee régime in Pittsburgh 
are almost incredible. For instance. 
in a@ contract for street grading. one 
*-m bid 50 cents for 44.000 vards of 
grading. while another firm offered to 
do it for 15 cents. but the higher bid 
was accepted. Would it be believed 
that, notwithstanding this, the Pitts- 
burghers submitted to such a condition 
of affairs for a quarter of a century, 
and that they have subscribed about 
$34,000 toward a monument to Chris 
Magee. There were, however, a few 
sturdy men who refused to bow the 
knee to the boss, and finally they suc- 
ceeded in inaugurating a people's 
party. forced a new charter through 
the Legisiature, when Senator Quay 
blocked the proceeding. and the 
citizens of Pittsburgh are again “in the 
soup.” They have not. however, given 
up the fight. The younger men have 
formed a voters’ civic league, which 
proposes to swing from one party to 
another that minority of disinterested 
citizens which is always willing to be 
led, and thus raise the standard of 


way. 

There is a tendency in this country 
of ours toward materialism that ought 
to be checked instanter. We have be- 
come a nation of money grubbers, 
money makers and money talkers. If 
one will look about him be will see 
that nothing talks much, in the United 
States, but money. The almighty dol- 
lar is in the saddle, and it is riding 
us to destruction, with whip and spur. 
The President's wise and timely words 
ought to set us to thinking. We ought 
to take our eyes away from the golden 
calf for a while and open our ears 
to the songs of the birds. We ought 
to look sometimes at the purple moun- 
tains. We ought to think sometimes 
of a question whether there is “any- 
thing In it; or not. 

After all, the greatest thing in the 
world is character. President Roose- 
velt himself is a living exposition of 
the greatness of bu character. He 
needs neither money nor position to 
make him notable in the eyes of men, 
because he is strong, and brave and 
as true as steel. 

The materia! development of a na- 
tion is proper and praiseworthy. It is 
well to build cities, and railways, and 
waterways, but it is far greater to 
build great men. We have @ow reached 
a point in material development where 
it were wise to rest for a brief sea- 
son that the builders may look to 
other taske—tasks that mien may be- 
come almost Godlike in doing: the de- 
velopment of the aplendid qualities in 
the youth of the land that make for 
the higher and the better life. 

Our youth must be taught to think 


and clean, an@ brave. And the way 
to teach them is by individual ex- 
ample—by living upright lives, by do- 
ing good, by being true. by being 
honest, and fair, and generous. They 
must be taught, these youngsters of 
ours, that money is merely an in- 
cident and not everything. And you, 
and you, and you, are the ones to 
rightiv teech them by fine example, 
en’d by all the graces of an upright

Of all the vices to which civilized 
man is addicted, there are few thet 
are more harmful than that of gam- 
bling. Once let a man become ther- 
onghiy inoculated with gambi'ing 
fever. and his usefulness, at a father 
of a family. an emploré. cr a citizen, 
is gone. He is no longer master of 
himeeclf. cr of lif actions. He cannot 
be trusted. He is on the high road 
to perdition. 

Of tate, owlpg probably to the 
wonderful era of provpertty through 
which the United States is passing, 
there scems to be an epidemic of gam- 
bling abroad in the land. We see 
this in the avidity with which people 
grasp at the glittering bait held out 
to them by confidence men, who get 
up tran<parent schemes, promising 
impossible profits to their victims. We 
see ft, also, In the popularity of the 
various bucket shops and otber gam- 
bling games found in so many of our 
‘arre cities. 

It is, of course, true, that epecula- 
tlon on the stock market—the buying 
and selling of railroad stocks. and 
~ork and grain, and other commodi- 
Hes, for’a rige or fall—is fimply gam- 
bling. on a@ large scale. Tt is, how- 
a species of gambling that .is« 
mainly confined to people who can af- 
ford to lose. The gambling devices 
that do the greatest harm are these 
bucket shops, where any young man 
may risk a few dollars on horse rac- 
ing. or On the rise_and fall of quota- 
tions. If speculation at these places 
could be confined to those who can 
efford to lose their money, they would 
he scarcely more deserving of criti- 
clam or censure than the big stock 
markets of New York and other 
cities, but unfortunately such is not 
the ease. Young people, receiving sma}! 
wager, are often tempted to risk 
money that does not belong to them. 
ond the downfall of many a promis- 
ing youth dates from his first specn- 
lation of this kind. It is to the pro- 
tection of this cjass of people that 
the attention of the authorities should 
be specially directed.

Eight Street Car Tickets for Twenty- 
five Cents Wanted for Workingmen by 
Municipal League. 

Reduced etreet-rallway fares for 
workingmen wae discussed by the 
Murntoipe!
